They 
said the vessel left Key West for Matanzas, 
Cuba, three weeks ago with Captain Crow- 
ninshield to find the most available point for 
a coaling station. From Matanzas the Mont- 
gomery went to Santiago, and left on 
the night of the disaster to the Maine, but 
| heard nothing of it until reaching San Do- 

mingo, when the United States Consul in- 
formed Commander Converse of the dis- 
aster, but he did not believe it and had no 
correct information on the subject until ar- 
‘Triving here. 

The Montgomery will be ready to sail in 
the morning and will proceed immediately 
to Havana. Its arrival here created a sen- 
sation, which was intensified by the hurried 
orders for the ship to take the Maine’s place. 


. Bicard in Command lat Key West. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.—The mall to- 
day brought to Secretary Long a letter from 
Admiral Sicard at Key West.

Blown Up by a Mine. 

It is a significant fact that within the last 
two days there has been a remarkable change 
in opinion in the Navy department in regard 
to the explosion of the Maine. When the 
first news arrived here last week experts at 
the department were nearly evenly divided 
as between an accident and design. But 
today, after studying the later reports, and 
especially the photographs sent from Ha- 
vana, nine ouf of ten of the officers at the 
department express the belief that the 
Maine was anchored over a submarine mine, 
The only difference of seems to be 
as to whether that mine was exploded by 
Spanish officers acting under orders or by 
some enthusiast. The latter opinion is gen- 
erally held, but it is said that this does not 
lessen in any great degree the responsibility 
of Spain fér the horrible catastrophe. Ifthe. 
Spanish officers allowed the warship to be 
moored to a buoy which was attached to a 
submarine mine they thereby became re- 
sponsible for the result, whether the mine 
was exploded by official orders or not. The 
placing of the Maine in an exposed place in 
the harbor, if it was done at all, was done 
by Spanish officers, and if the mine was 
exploded by anybody at all they were direet- 
ly responsible and will so be held by Presi-. 
dent McKinley’s administration. 


Does Not Call It an Accident. 

During the day the dispatches from 
Havana were not particularly serious, but at 
the same time all the communications from 
Captain Sigsbee have studiously avoided the 
slightest expression of the opinion that his 
ship was blown up by any accident from 
within. 

It was admitted about the State depart- 
ment today that Consul General Lee had 
given the American families in Cuba a quiet 
intimation that the climate there was not 
particularly healthy for Americans at the 
present time, and that those who could eas- 
ily move away would do well to do so. It 
was also admitted unofficially at the de- 
partment that Consul General Lee and other 
consular Officers in Cuba today sent to the 
department a positive statement that auton-

Santiago de Cuba, Feb. 18.—[Correspond- 
ence of the Associated }—While the 
United States cruiser Montgomery was at 
tangas recently a board of officers was 
appointed to inquire into the condition of 
the people of that province. Although the 
exact terms of the report are not known, it 
may be said that in substance it sets forth 
that there are 14,000 people absolutely with- 
out food and clothing within the city limits. 
About 3,000 of these live in smalighuts of 
palm branches. These huts form three sep- 
arate villages beyond the built-up portions 
of the city. The other 11,000 unfortunates 
live im the streets of the city and are abso- 
lutely without homes or shelter. 

These 14,000 people are of the laboring 
class who have been driven into the cities 
from their country hgmes, which have been 
destroyed in the war operations. Most of 
them are women and children, and they are 
all emaciated, sick, and almost. beyond re- 
lief unless they can have the beneft of the 
regular treatment in the hospitals.

Those who are now begging in the streets 
were, in a large part, well-to-do people, or 
the children of the well-to-do. And, in addi- 
tion, the citizens of the City of Matanzas 
themselves are beginning to suffer for the 
actual necessities of life, having reduced 
their resources in order to supply the needs 
of the laboring class who have been quar- 
them. * 

e citizens of Matanzas have an organ- 
ized system of relief for the peo- 
ple, but it is entirely inadequate and is daily 
becoming more glaringly so, for the re- 
sources of those who were well-to-do are 
rapidly diminishing, while the demand for 
food is constantly increasing. 

The United States Consul at Matanzas has 
done everything possible under the cir- 
cumstances, but when the Montgomery left

Evidence’in the Lattimer Riot Case 
Strongly in Favor of Sheriff 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 23.—The trial of 
Sheriff Martin and his deputies was resumed 
this morning with Michael Brennan on the 
stand. He testified that he ran for the brush 
when some strikers tried to capture him. 
Two shots were fired at him. 

August Winneek, who worked at Cranber- 
ry, testified that on Sept. 3, seven days be- 
fore the fatal shooting, a crowd of strikers 
told the workmen there they must quit or 
they would be hurt. He and others went 
home. On the day before the shooting they 
were stopped on the road and told they 
would be killed if they went to the work-

He 
was so afraid of the strikers that he carried 
a revolver for the first time in his life.

W. H. Snyder of the Silver Brook 
Coal company said a few days before, while 
driving, a striker shot at him; Snyder re- 
turned the fire, Neither was hit and the 
striker ran away.

blind to all questions of justice or propriety, 
and careless of those who really compose 
these corporations, or where their funds 
come from and what they are held for. Not 
a session of a Legislature passes in any State 
but more or less measures for taxing or in- 
0 mg the taxes on life insurance com- 
panies are brought forward and almost al- 
ways with some degree of success. 

It is high time that policyholders should 
understand clearly and precisely how this 
matter affects them personally; that what- 
ever their company is taxed Is paid by them- 
selves; that the tax is really upon them per- 
sonally, and that the company merely col- 
lects it from them and pays it over to the 


| State.- For a mutual company has no funds 


except those derived from the premiums 
paid in by its policyholders. The premium 
paid in by a member or policyholder is calcu- 
lated to fulfill two purposes: First, to pay 
the death losses of the year, and also to pro- 
vide a reserve against the certain future 
greater losses as the membership gets older; 
and second, to pay running expenses. These 
things cover the normal cost of insurance. 
Whatever is left of the premium after pro- 
viding these things through the year is sur- 
plus, and is returned to the policyholder as 


an overpayment; or in ordi but incor- 
rect speech, as & “* dividend.” hatever is 
paid for taxes comes out of that.surplus and 


so much more. Any tax on a life insurance 
company or on its premiums is a direct tax 
on the individual ty holder who pays the 
remium taxed. e does not see the tax. 

t is not intended that he should. It is in- 
tended that he shall suppose that it is a 
tax on a corporation only and not on him. 
But he pays it and no one else, and it is the 
State’s addition to the cost of his family’s 
protection. 


A second matter for your most serious con- 
sideration is this: 


Life Insurance Ought Not to Be Taxed 
at All. 


Taxation ought to bear on the possession 
and use of property and not upon the loss of 
property or upon the means by which 
losses are distributed. 
The only moral and humane theory of tax- 
ation is the collection of only such moneys 
as are necessary for the proper and 1 — 
mate expenditures of the State, from h 
sources, that is, from such persons owning 
such properties, as ought to those ex- 
nditures and in the proportion in which 
ey ought to bear them. 

Under such a theory, no one would suggest 
a tax upon people’s losses. These could be 
regarded neither as the poser subject mat- 
ter of taxation, nor as a humane basis of the 
distribution of tax burdens. 

To illustrate: 

No one would suggest that because a man’s 
house, on which he has been paying taxes, 
has been burned, he should at once pay a 
special tax on its value which he has just 
lost. Or, that a man’s family should be taxed 
on the money value of his life to them, be- 
— — he has died and they have lost that 
value. 

Insurance is merely a method of distribut- 
ing the property losses of those who have 
lost property among those who have not lost 
it. It is ected through contributions or 
payments, called premiums. 

A's house, worth $5,000, and on which he 
has paid taxes while it was in being, has 
burned. A lost $5,000. There is no restor- 
ing it. That property and its value are gone 
forever, not only to A but to the whole world, 
To tax A on that loss would be an 

ble inhumanity. 2 
But A has insured against that loss, that 
is, he has agreed with other house owners to 
share their like losses, if they will assume 
his loss if it comes. While his house is un- 
burnt, he, by his premiums, assumes his 
share of the losses of those whose houses 
burn meantime. When his home burns 
they, by their lums, take his loss 
on 3 make it good to him, 
They lose it instead of A, because, before 


that, he had, through his premiums, been 
— his share of ir houses which had 
rn 


Their assumption of the loss and giving A 
the money in place of his house hasn't re- 
stored the house. It hasn’t changed the loss 
into gain, or into an even thing. The prop- 
erty is gone. The loss remains. It has mere- 
ly been distributed. A is made whole, but 
the contributors to that result have taken 
the loss to themselves and are just so much 
worse off. They have lost A’s house. They 
have divided up the $5,000 loss among them. 

To tax A additionally on the $5,000 because 
it was returned to him would be inhuman. 
It would be to make him lose something in 
spite of his own and others’ efforts to avoid 
loss. It would be a loss created and inflicted 
by government on the occasion of his escap- 
ing from a greater loss. It would be a fine 
on him fof not losing. 

To tax the other men, who, by their pre- 
miums, have taken A’s loss upon themselves 
and distributed it among themselves, is an 
equal inhumanity. They have made A’s loss 
their own to save him. To tax them on their 
loss is an equal outrage to taxing A upon 
that same loss if it had remained on him. 

It is taxing a loss and it is a fine, a punish- 
ment upon men for so sharing each others’ 
losses that it becomes possible for them to 
be borne. The group of men forming a 
mutual insurance company can together 
bear losses which would crush and r 
the individual. But it is as inhuman an 
tyrannous to tax the losses of the group as 
to tax those of the individual which he would 
have to bear but for the action of the group. 

The only element in the transaction that 

taxation of these losses, either to 
the individual or to the group or mutual com- 
pany, is the fact that it requires the use of 
money to adjust them, and that the money is 
brought into sight, in the hand of the adjust - 
ing association or corporation, and in easy 
reach to the Cane herer, and so becomes 
a temptation to re the true nature of 
of the group oF company. thereby Telleving 
0 , thereby re 
the individual calamities of its — 

Life insurance differs from fire insurance 
only in the subject matter of the loss. In- 
stead of a man’s losing his house, or other 
perishable property, his family loses the 
money value, the earning and producing 
capacity of his life. His life, its money 
value, what it wil! do for them, what it will 
earn, is just as much property. and their 

roperty, their financial dependence, as is 

he house; and the loss, of that life is just 
as much a property loss to them as that of 
his house is to 

For example: If a man, aged 30, is earn- 
ing $1,000 a year for his family, taking his 
chances of life according to the Actuaries’ 
table, and assuming money to be worth 4 
per cent, the present value of his life in 
‘money to his family is $17,000. That is their 
actual money 1 in his life. That is 
the money they lose if he dies. 

If, when he dies, the State should openly 
tax that family on that loss, or that amount, 
the world would stand aghast. Such a - 
ernment could not live, for no one could 
under it. | 

Life insurance is simply the distribution of 
the loss of family property in the lives of 
husbands and fathers. The father, while he 

lives, by his yearly premiums assumes his 
share of the loss of those families whose 
heads have died during the year. All the 
fathers who have associated themselves 
with him do the same thing. They, by their 
premiums, take each family’s loss as it oc- 
curs over upon themselves end divide it 
among themselves. They lose the money 
value of the man’s life, instead of his family. 
The family is not financially crushed, for 
these men have taken the burden from it. 
They are not crushed, for they ave many 
and have divided the burden, and tne losses 
do not come all at once. But these men have 
lost the money value of that life just as truly 
as the family would have lost it If these men 
had not assumed and divided 


To tax them as a group oT company upon 
the loss they have thus assumed and suf- 
fered is as abhorrent to justice and human- 
ity as it would be to leave the loss on the 
family and then tax the family on that loss. 

The division of the tax among these men 
does not alter its unjust quality. It simply 
reduces the tax which any one man has to 
pay on any one loss. He doesn't have to pay 
the whole of the tax any more than he has to 
pay the whole of the loss. But the portion 
which he does pay is a tax on a loss which

Lord decided that the best 
thing for him to do was to run ahead and 
try and arrange the switches. By the time 
he reached the Ashland avenue crossing the 
engineer was pushing along at full speed, 
and he says he was unable to tell the flag- 
man of his coming. 
Believes It Will Be Safe. 
Lord says when he passed Ashiand ave- 
nue he noticed the electric car waiting at 
the gates, but he thought the freight cars 
would reach and pass the crossing before 
the motor. ran on the-railroad track. Filag- 
man Guewerts was in his tower at the time 
of the accident. There are several electric 
lights at the crossing and the Grand Trunk 
officials are puzzled as to why the stock 
cars were not noticed before they hove in 
dangerous proximity to the crossing. The 
gateman insists, however, that he did his 
full duty; that he looked both east and west 
along the tracks, and that, while he saw the 
engine, he failed to notice the cars. 

Conductor John Linzen, who had charge of 
the electric car, tells about the same story 
as the gateman. He said he inspected the 
tracks closely, saw no headlights nor tail- 
lights approaching, and consequently was 
satisfied that the tracks were clear. Lin-

Registration. 


T0 MEET ON SATURDAY. 


Annual Session of Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association. 


NO INTERNATIONAL GAMES.

Wow York, Feb. 23,—[ Special. ]—The Inter- 
collegiate association will hold its annual 
meeting on Saturday at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. Unlike the gathering of last year, 
the delegates have many important matters 
to discuss, and the conclave will not resem- 
ble a Quaker meeting. 

The sending of a representative team to 
compete in England against Oxford and 
Cambridge and the attitude to be adopted 
toward the A. A. U. on the registration 
question, particularly in regard to college 
baseball and basketball players, will be con- 
sidered. 

In an interview Gustavus T. Kirby, ex- 
President of the Intercollegiate association 
and member of the Advisory committee, 
spoke freely on the above quéstions. He 
gald there was small chance of a dual 
meet between English and American uni- 
versity athletes this year. The American 


the Englishmen had not expressed the 
slightest desire to arrange such a match. 

The idea of sending a collegiate team to 
the Paris exposition in 1900 is likely, to be 
informally talked of. Mr. Kirby made a 
rather startling statement in regard to the 
A. A. U. registration question. He said that 
while the Intercollegiate association and the 
Athletic union were on the most friendly 
terms, yet the college organization could 
not uphold the A. A. U. in the disqualifica- 
tion of college basketball, baseball, billiard, 
and water polo players for non-registering. 

The Collegiate association controls the ex- 
ercises. of running, walking, Jumping, pole 
vaulting, putting the shot, throwing the 
hammer, throwing of weights, and bi- 
cycling, and unless a man breaks the am- 
ateur rule of the I. A. A. A., which, with 
the exception of the registration clatise, co- 
incides with that of the A. A. U., he will not 
be stopped from competing in the intercol- 
legiate championships. 

According: to this college men who have 
played on unregistered ball teams during 
the summer will not be bagred from the an- 
nual Mott Haven meet.

It ig now a prac- 
tice to build docks with piles thirty-five “eet to 
forty feet long, and all permanent building? close 
to the river are built on pile foundations far below 
the proposed depth.

DREYER ARGUMENTS ARE HEARD | 


Judge Chetlain Takes Motion to Quash 
Indictments Under Advisement— 
Defendant Appears in Court. 


Judge Chetlain listened to arguments of 


| attorneys yesterday over quashing the two 


indictments against ex-Banker E. B. Dreyer 
and took the motion under advisement until 
rext Monday. If the present indictments 
are quashed it is said Dreyer will be rein- 
dicted at once. The arguments of the at- 


‘torneys lasted four hours and for the first 


time since the court proceedings against 
him were begun Dreyer appeared in court. 
He gave no indication of illness, 

When the case was called at 9:30 o’clock 
neither the defendant nor his lawyers were 
in court. When half an hour later they 
had not appeared Judge Chetlain ordered 
the bonds forfeited, but before the order 
could be entered Levy Mayer and Thomas 
A. Moran appeared. 

Attorney Mayer urged that the statute 
of 1893, requiring the treasurers of park 
boards, towns, villages, and other municipal 
corporations to pay interest on daily bal- 
ances in th hands and permitting them to 
loan the e, changed the relationship 
of the treasurer from that of a trustee to 
a debtor. It was asserted that by law the 
funds thus became his to use and his own 
Property, he being Hable on his bond, but 
not criminally, as the law expressly gave 
the right to use it. ; 

It was argued by Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Barnes in reply, that such a proposition 


could have no bearing in this case because 


under the act of 1895 empowering towns to 


issue $600,000 of bonds for improvements 


of parks, it was expressly provided that 


such bonds and the proceeds thereof should 


be devoted to the particular purpose in- 
dicated in the statute, and that exclusively— 
and made it embezzlemerit for any one to 
violate the provisions of the act.

Opens Door to Death. 
When Baker saw there was no chance to 


check the fire he told his family to follow 
him and he rushed to the front door of the 


| house. Just as he opened the door he was 


shot down. Instantly the Woman, the three 
girls, and the boy were shot. A ball passed 
through the baby, who was in the mother’s 
arms, and struck the woman's arm, break- 
ing it: The little fellow was dead and the 
mother’s fractured limb could no longer 
support it, so it fell. The dead father fell 
upon the dead body of the child. Those of 
the household who were still able to walk 
ran from the burning building right into 
the face of the assassins. The mob quickly 
dispersed. 


This morning the charred bodies of the 
postmaster and the baby were found. Ex- 
aminations by physicians showed that the 
woman was shot in the left arm and in the 
right thigh. The oldest girl was shot 
through the groin and her right hand is shot

Mass-Meeting to Be Held on Monday 
Evening to Take Action on the 
Lake City Affair. 


Colored citizens of Chicago will meet in 
mass-meeting next Monday evening 
Bethel African Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Thirtieth and Dearborn streets, to voice a 
protest regarding the Lake City, S. C., out- 
rage committed on Monday night. 

The leaders among the race had primari- 
ly exhibited a disposition to wait until 
the first reports were confirmed before tak- 


ing any steps against the perpetravors of 


the outrage. 

The affair seems too horrible, too re- 
volting.“ said Ferdinand Barnett. I can’t 
believe it, although I know that just as 
shocking things have been done down there. 
This matter must be taken cognizance of by 
the general government. There can be no 
dodging now. In the past, when we have 
petitioned the government to put down mob 
law down South, they have answered us 
that it was not the province of the gov- 
ernment to interfere in a matter that be- 
longed to the State and through whom re- 
dress must come. 

But Baker was a postmaster, a govern- 
ment official. His only crime was that ha 
held an office given. him by the government. 
Forgetting entirely the fact that the child 
was cruelly shot in its mother’s arms, that 
another girl had her arm broken by bullets, 
and that the mother, trying to protect ber 
children, was shot down in cold blood, we 
come to the fact that the father, who was 
killed, was a government official aud that 
his office demanded the care of the gen:'ral 
government. 

1 don’t know what will de done. As 
soon as the accounts from Lake City have 
been’ Met ge we will hold an indignation 
meeting in Chicago and protest, ad we have 
protested before.

Usually they manage, 
however, to tack @ crime onto the map th 
lynch down there, and make him exec-a 
and justify themselves. In this case, how- 
ever, t Aid not seek any justificetion.. 
They bably think, because of apaihy of 
the people of this great country of ours. that 
it isn't necessary any longer to worry about 
excuses. They simply went to this man's 
house, Grove him and his family out, and 
snot them down. Of course he was o bad 
man—he held a public office when they told 
him not to.” 

Edward H. Morris said: “It was like 
smoking an animal out of a log, the way 
boys do in the woods. They set fire to the 
man’s house and then drove in their pitiless 
hail of bullets when the family could no 
longer stand the heat and was driven to 
the open air. It is too horrible for words.“

The fact that the books were to be offered 
at public auction was not known until ye 
terday, when a placard in the windows of the 
auction rooms announced the fact to the 
public. When the friends of the dead phy- 
sician learned of the fact they were indig- 
nant and made no attempt to conceal the 


fact. 
Dr. Cronin’s Friends Angered. 

Frank Scanian, Quincy and La Balle streets, 
was the first to learn of the proposed sale. 
Mr. Scanlan was an intimate friend of Dr. 
Cronin and was among the last to see and 
talk with him before he took the fatal drive 
behind the white horse. Mr. Scanlan's anger 
was aroused at once, and he hurriedly com- 
municated with Theodore T. Conklin, also 
a friend and companion of the murdered 
physician and administrator of his estate. 
Mr. Conklin refused to believe that such a 
sale was in prospect, and hurried to the 
auction. rooms on Wabash avenue. Mr. 
‘Conklin demanded to know by what right 
the auction firm was advertising a sale of 
Dr. Cronin’s books. The managers of the 
auction rooms refused to enlighten Mr. 
Conklin as to whom they represented in the 
sale or the nature of the works they intended 
to offer. Mr. Conklin threatened and plead- 
ed, but all to no avail, and left the auction 
rooms without learning anything further 
than that such a sale was to be carried on. 

Other stanch friends of Dr. Cronin were in- 
formed of the proposed sale and were indig- 
nant. They regarded it as an insult to the 
memory of Dr. Cronin. By many it was be- 
lieved that some one was attempting to palm 
off a collection of old books on the public as 
relics of Dr. Cronin, while by others it was 
intimated that possibly the enemies of the 
dead physician had a hand in the scheme 
‘and that their purpose was to open old sores. 


Administrator Conklin Talks. 


don't care whether the books. were or 
never were the property of Dr. Cronin,” 
said Mr. Conklin. “I simply want to state 
that whatever is offered by the auctioneers 
cannot truthfully be térmed Dr: Cronin's 
library... As administrator of his estate I 
come very near knowing just what his li- 
brary consisted of. It was composed of 244 
volumes, as near as I can remember. By 
order of the court I disposed of the entire 
lot, together with the furniture and instru- 
ments of the dead physician, in June, 1890. 
The whole outfit brought only $219. The 
best of the books were purchased in twos and 
threes by the personal friends of Dr. Cro- 
nin. I myself bought a few, In this way 
the books became widely scattered. The 
only large lot that was purchased went to 
Dr. Printy. Unless he has offered them for 
sale I am sure that no one has. Possibly 
Dr. Printy may have de@ded to sell the 
books, and if he has I don’t see what we can 
do about it, I am sorry that such a method 
should have been taken.“ 

Dr. Printy, it was explained by a member 
of his family, had decided to sell his entire 
library, owing to a change of residence. 
Among his books were those he purchased at 
the Cronin sale eight years ago. 

“Dr. Printy had no intention of making 
any commotion over the affair,” said Mrs. 
Printy.. “He simply decided to sell his 
library, or most of it, and among other books 
he sent to the auction rooms were those of 
Dr. Cronin. We had no room for all his 
books, and the idea of selling them occurred 
to the doctor and was acted upon. The 
books are now at the auction rooms.“ 


Several Rare Works. * 

Mr. Barker of the auction firm stated that 
the Cronin collection was a most valuable 
one and that several rare works were among 
the books to be sold. The work of catalogue- 
ing the collection is being pushed, and the 
catalogue will be ready for circulation with- 
in a few days. 

“TI really do not know just exactly what 
books are included in the Cronin collection,” 
said Mr. Barker, but I understand that 
there are some very valuablue works among 
them. It is purely a matter of business 
with us, no sentiment at all, and we will sell 
the books according to contract to the high- 
est bidder.“ 

Several plans were discussed by the friends 
of Dr. Cronin with a view of preventing the 
sale at auction of the collection. By many 
it was thought that an effort should be made 
to have the sale conducted privately, and in 
all probability negotiations to that end wil 
be entered into with the auction firm. 

“Tt is very unfortunate, indeed, that Dr. 
Cronin's effects should, after all these years, 
be dragged through an auction room, said 
Kickham Scanian. ‘ There are any number 
of men in this city who would have cheer- 
fully paid almost any price to save the books 
from the auctioneer. I believe that some one 
will come forward and buy the entire col- 
lection before the auctioneer has an oppor- 
tunity to wave his hammer over them. The 
sale would attract a crowd of morbid people 
and would revive the old story. I hope there 
will be some way found to avold the public 


sale.“ 


Heavy Verdict for Damages. 

Findlay, O., Feb. 23.—{Special.}—The larg- 
est verdict ever given in northwestern Ohio 
for personal injuries was awarded to Patrick 
Mulcahy against the Lake Erie and West- 
ern railroad company, the amount being 
$15,000.

Captain Mahoney and Detective Qualey 
were informed that young Owen Layden, 
son of the blacksmith, had on the day pre- 
vious to Hart's death bought n at C. 
M. Weinburger’s drug store, 219 Wells street. 
Policemen were sent to arrest the young 
man, and he was taken to the station. Owen 
Layden is 18 years old. He talked freely 
about the purchase of the poison. He told 
Captain Mahoney that on the Baturday att- 
ernoon previous to the death of Hart is 
father had sent him to the drug store to buy 
five cents’ worth of corrosive subfimate. 
His father had given him a note in which 
the druggist was requested to sell the potson, 
as it was wanted for operating on the foot 
of a horse. Owen acknowledged that this 
was the first time he had ever known his 
father to buy the poison. He did not know 
what his father did with it, but was — 
fied that he did not use it on a horse. N

Layden was with Hart -when 
he died. At 1 o’clock on Sunday night Mrs.

Mrs. Gerloch went 
into Hart's room and found him suffering 
dreadful agony. He could not talk, but point- 
ed to his stomach and throat to indicate his 
2 suffering.

SPRINGFIELD THE PLACE. 


Metropolitan Police Bill Is For- 
mally Indorsed. 


FOR A REVENUE MEASURE. 


Spri „ II., Feb. 23.— [Special. The 
png can State committee at its meeting 

ere today selected Springfield as the place 
for holding the next State convention, and 
picked out June 14 as the date. The ratio of 
representation was fixéd as one delegate for 
each 400 voters and major fraction thereof 
cast for McKinley at the last Presidential 
election. This will make a convention of 
1,521 delegates, of whom 555 will come from 
Cook County. The committee also decided 
to use its best endeavors to secure the pass- 
age of n police bill and of a 
revenue ~ 

The matter of a Congressional apportion- 
ment was passed by as one entirely within 
the discretion of the Governor, with which 


‘the committee had nothing to do. Consid- 


erable discussion was had before it was de- 
cided to call a convention. Henry Hertz, 
who had the xy of W. T. Ball of the Sixth 
District, e the contention it would be 
dangerous to call the primaries at which del- 
egates to the State, Congressional, and Sen- 
atorial conventions are to be elected, as, 
were the new apportionment bill to be de- 
clared unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court in the test suit goon to be begun in 
McLean County, all the Senatorial conven- 
tions would have to be called anew, and this 
could not be done in Cook County, as the 
only primary at which the delegates could 
be chosen would have already been held. 
Good lawyers, however, told the committee- 
men this was a foolish scare, as the courts 
would undoubtedly hold, if the districts were 
illegal, the primaries held in them would be 
legal Also, and new ones could be had to 
take thein place. 


Senator Berry Explains It. 
Senator Berry said he considered any 
other view preposterous, as the courts would 
never hold in a manner which was caicu- 
lated to deprive the voters of the benefit of 
the new primary law. To please Mr. Hertz, 
however, and remove his fears, it was agreed 


‘| when the primaries were called the com- 


mittee in Cook County was to be instructed 
to so divide the wards into primary districts 
that they would not overrun the lines of the 
Senatorial districts under either the old or 
the new apportionment. So, if the present 
apportionment stands, then the Senatorial 
conventions can be held in accordance with 
it, but when so held they are to be adjourned 
to the call of the chairman, so that if the 
Supreme Court should chance to restore the 
old apportionment then the conventions can 
be recalled for the old districts, the dele- 
gates sitting in the one in which they may 
happen to reside. The thing the Cook Coun- 
ty committee is instructed to be careful 
about is to see to it that none of the primary 
districts are split up under either the old or 
new apportionment. 


This being settled, after a deal of wrang- 


ling, the date was fixed on as Tuesday, June 
14, without any serious difficulty.. On the 
question of location the vote wasas follows:

For a Revenue Bill. 

Then the matter of passing on legislation 
now. béfore the General Assembly, with a 
view of declaring any or all bills party 
measures and urging the Republican mem- 
bers to vote for them, came up for discussion. 
It was fecognized on all sides that a revenue 
bill of some sort must be passed, and it 
would be a fatal error for the Legislature to 
adjourn without doing so.
